/ It seems that the majority con- 
sidered these headliners of the last 
twelve months as accidents rather 
than the result of any premeditated 
plan. Yet in a few minds there ap- 
peared to be a slight suspicion that 
they could be other than mere acci- 
dents.

Too, it has been noticed that like .opera- 
tions have been taking place with the daily 
mail. In fact, it has been facetiously re- 
marked that “Neither Life, Liberty, nor 
Time is safe any longer,” this on account 
of the existing method of mail d istribution.
